wo luko it that the establishment ol a 
system of free stato oducntiOD, upon 
the broadest con-seoUi iao basis, in a 
foregone conclusion, and it will become 
the duty of the cow Logiiluture to pitted 
a liberal English education within tho 
easy reach of every child in tbo Pro- 
vince.
